We  hope  you’re  making  preparations,  too,  by 
organizing  your  entries  for  the  2012  Writers’  Competi- 
tion. Complete  rules  for  this  year’s  contest  are  pub- 
lished in  this  issue  of  the  NLG  Newsletter,  and  we  urge 
you  to  read  them  carefully,  for  there  are  several  chang- 
es affecting  the  Club  Publication  and  Auction  Catalog 
categories. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this 
year’s  categories,  entries  must  have  been  published  (or 
posted  on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,2011  and  April 
30,  2012.  Three  copies  of  each  entry  must  be  sub- 
mitted, and  each  copy  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
cover  sheet  listing  the  category  and  other  informa- 
tion spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June 
22,  2012.  They  should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordi-

Hawthorne,  NJ  07506.  The  address  has  been  the  same 
for  many  years. 

If  you  misplace  this  Newsletter,  you  also  can 
find  the  rules  on  our  Web  site,  www.numismaticliter- 
aryguild.org.  Results  of  last  year’s  Writers’  Competi- 
tion also  are  posted  on  the  Web  site. 

Speaking  of  the  Web  site,  members  who  have 
visited  the  site  in  recent  months  have  commented  fa- 
vorably on  its  new  look.  Credit  for  that  goes  to  Scott 
Purvis,  editor  and  Webmaster  of  COINWeek,  a leading 
online  publication,  who  has  upgraded  the  Guild’s  site 
and  is  continuing  to  enhance  its  look  and  content.  These 
improvements  are  long  overdue,  and  I’m  delighted  that 
someone  with  Scott’s  computer  expertise  - combined 
with  his  broad  numismatic  knowledge  - is  guiding  us 
into  the  Computer  Age  after  far  too  many  years  when 
we  stubbornly  clung  to  Clemy-style  typewriters. 

We’re  giving  serious  consideration  to  posting 
future  Newsletters  on  the  Web  site  and  dispensing  with 
the  printed  snail-mail  version.  Let  me  know  your  feel- 
ings on  this.  At  a time  of  sharply  rising  postal  costs 
and  nearly  universal  computer  literacy  among  those  of 
us  who  work  in  the  field  of  communications,  the  Inter- 
net offers  significant  cost  savings,  a way  to  correspond 
more  quickly  and  frequently  and  a mechanism  for  stor- 
ing past  Newsletters  and  other  correspondence  so  that 
they  can  be  accessed  readily. 

Unfortunately,  we  haven’t  yet  devised  a way  for 
contest  entries  - particularly  books  and  catalogs  - to 
be  submitted  electronically,  so  you’ll  have  to  use  snail 
mail  (or  FEDEX)  for  that,  at  least  this  time  around. 

We’re  now  accepting  those  entries,  so  spring 
into  action  before  it’s  too  late.  June  22  - and  summer 
will  be  here  before  you  know  it! 


2012  NLG  WRITERS’  COMPETITION  RULES 


Please  read  the  following  rales  carefully,  and  follow  the 
directions  scrupulously.  The  judges  will  do  their  best  to 
correct  obvious  mistakes  involving  the  numbering,  but 
entries  that  fail  to  conform  to  the  rules  (including  correct 
numbering)  will  be  subject  to  disqualification. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s 
categories,  entries  must  have  been  published  (or  posted 
on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,  2011  and  April  30, 
2012.  Except  where  noted,  three  (3)  copies  of  each 
entry  must  be  submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be 
accompanied  by  a cover  sheet  listing  the  category 
and  other  information  spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

No  entrant  may  submit  more  than  one  (1)  entry  in 
any  single  category.  (The  same  entry  may  also  be 
included  in  the  portfolio  competition,  however.) 

In  categories  with  only  one  entry,  judges  may  decide 
that  no  award  will  be  given,  or  may  substitute  Special 
NLG  Recognition  for  the  regular  NLG  Award. 

The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  category 
in  which  an  entry  may  compete,  if  they  believe  such 
change  is  necessary  to  assure  equity  of  all  participants. 

No  entries  will  be  returned  under  any  circumstance. 

All  judges’  decisions  are  binding  and  final; 
confidentiality  of  all  judging  is  absolute. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  22. 2012. 

Entries  should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordinator  at  the 
following  address:  Scott  A.  Travers,  c/o  Sal  Germano, 
SGRC  Inc.,  625  Lafayette  Ave.,  Hawthorne,  NJ  07506. 

The  address  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

As  in  the  past,  entries  in  a number  of  categories  will  be 
judged  by  editors  and  other  well-qualified  individuals 
outside  the  numismatic  field.  This  will  not  affect  the 
manner  in  which  entries  are  submitted,  but  it’s  all  the  more 
reason  to  take  special  care  in  preparing  a complete  cover 
sheet,  as  required,  to  accompany  each  copy  of  each  entry. 
This  will  make  the  judges’ job  much  easier  and  ensure 
that  each  entry  is  considered  in  the  proper  category. 

Each  cover  sheet  must  include  the  following  information 
or  it  will  be  disqualified: 

• CATEGORY  NUMBER 

• ENTRANT’S  NAME  & ADDRESS 

• PUBLICATION 

• PUBLICATION  DATE 

• TITLE  OR  HEADING 

• AUTHOR  (IF  OTHER  THAN  ENTRANT) 


BOOKS 

Books  may  be  submitted  by  author,  publisher  or  editor. 
Three  (3)  copies  must  be  submitted.  Eligible  are  new 
books  or  those  accepted  by  the  judges  at  their  sole 
discretion  as  substantially  revised  versions  of  earlier 
works.

The  work  having  the  greatest  potential  impact  on 
numismatics:  Criteria  include  overall  reader  appeal, 
research  quality,  photographic,  printing  and  graphic 
excellence,  cover  and  typography  where  applicable.

This  award  will  be  presented  for  the  best  numismatic  Web 
site  that  disseminates  news  and  other  information  about 
the  coin  hobby.  For  static  sites,  submit  the  URL.  For  sites 
that  change,  submit  three  (3)  hard  copies  of  the  home 
page. 

36-A.  BEST  TRADE  PRESS  AND  EDITORIAL 
BLOG 

This  award  recognizes  the  best  interactive  blog  that 
communicates  information  and  personal  commentaries 
about  the  numismatic  hobby.  Please  submit  hard  copies 
of  three  (3)  complete  blog  entries. 

37.  BEST  NON-NUMISMATIC  PRESS  WEB  SITE 

This  award  will  be  presented  for  the  best  numismatic  Web 
site  produced  by  a non-numismatic  news  organization. 
Editorial  content  from  members  of  the  hobby  press  is 
acceptable.  For  static  sites,  submit  the  URL.  For  sites  that 
change,  submit  three  (3)  hard  copies  of  the  home  page. 

38.  SOFTWARE 

Best  presentation  of  a new  numismatic  work,  or  new 
presentation  of  a previously  published  numismatic  work, 
in  CD  ROM,  DVD,  floppy  disk  or  any  other  electronic 
format.  Only  one  copy  of  the  work  need  be  submitted. 
Entry  must  be  accompanied  by  a written  statement  citing 
date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information  required  by  NLG 
rules. 

AUCTION  CATALOGS 

Three  (3)  copies  of  each  catalog  entered.  Criteria  include 
cover  design,  overall  eye  appeal,  format,  graphics  and 
layout,  in-depth  research  and  quality  of  description. 
Entries  may  be  submitted  by  auction  firm,  auctioneer 
or  cataloger.  ONLY  ONE  CATALOG  FROM  EACH 
AUCTION  FIRM  will  be  considered  in  each  category. 
Multiple  entries  in  either  category  will  be  disqualified.

BEST  WRITER  IN  NLG  NEWSLETTER 

44.  NLG  Newsletter  editor  alone  selects  winner. 
Criteria  include  writing  skill  and  style,  numismatic  or 
organization  support,  content  to  inform  the  member 
readers.  No  entries  accepted;  editor  alone  decides. 

AUDIO-VISUAL 

45.  RADIO  (broadcast  or  online) 

Best  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series 
involving  numismatics.  Entries  must  include  standard- 
size  CD,  URL  link  or  audiocassette  of  story  or  feature 
report  or  three  (3)  selections  from  continuing  series, 
accompanied  by  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of 
broadcast,  call  letters  and  location  of  radio  station, 
as  well  as  information  required  in  overall  NLG  rules. 
Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

46.  AUDIO 

Best  audio  program  involving  numismatics,  but  non- 
broadcast. Includes  audio  tracks  from  numismatic  slide 
shows,  educational  tapes,  audio  newsletters  and  other 
presentations.  Entries  must  include  standard-size  CD 
or  audiocassette,  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first 
use,  plus  information  required  in  overall  NLG  rules. 


Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

47.  TELEVISION 

Best  spot  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series 
involving  numismatics.  Entries  must  include  standard- 
size  CD  or  videocassette  recording  of  television  broadcast 
or  three  (3)  selections  from  continuing  series.  Entry 
must  be  either  DVD,  CD  or  half-inch  VHS  or  3/4-inch 
professional  videocassette,  and  must  be  accompanied 
by  a written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  broadcast,  call 
letters  and  location  of  station,  plus  information  required 
in  overall  NLG  rules.  Interview  segments  no  longer 
qualify  for  this  category. 

48.  VIDEO  - NON  COMMERCIAL 

Best  non-broadcast  slide  film,  movie  film  or  videotape 
presentation  involving  numismatics  made  for  educational 
purposes.  Entry  must  include  audio  as  well  as  visual 
materials  - either  written  script  or  soundtrack  of  DVD  or 
CD,  film,  audio  or  video  cassette  used  in  presentation.  Entry 
must  be  accompanied  by  a written  statement  citing  date(s) 
of  first  use,  plus  information  required  by  overall  NLG  rules. 
Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

49.  VIDEO  - COMMERCIAL 

Best  non-broadcast  slide  film,  movie  film  or  videotape 
presentation  involving  numismatics  made  to  promote  a 
company  or  product.  Entry  must  include  audio  as  well 
as  visual  materials  - either  written  script  or  soundtrack 
of  DVD,  CD,  film,  audio  or  video  cassette  used  in 
presentation.  Entry  must  be  accompanied  by  a written 
statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information 
required  by  overall  NLG  rules.  Interview  segments  no 
longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

SPECIAL  MEMORIAL  AWARDS 

50.  JAMES  L.  MILLER  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award,  honoring  the  co-founder  and  longtime 
publisher  of  COINage  magazine,  recognizes  the  best 
numismatic  article  to  appear  in  any  medium,  including 
both  numismatic  and  non-numismatic  magazines, 
newspapers  and  Internet  Web  sites.  Submit  three  (3) 
copies  or  print-outs  of  an  article  dealing  with  any  subject 
related  to  numismatics.  Criteria  include  overall  reader 
appeal,  research  quality  and  writing  excellence.  Articles 
submitted  in  this  category  may  also  be  submitted  in  other 
applicable  categories. 

51.  CLEMENT  F.  BAILEY  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award  was  endowed  by  Jim  Miller  of  Miller 
Magazines  in  memory  of  an  especially  beloved  member 
of  the  numismatic  writing  community  and  NLG  founder, 
Clement  F.  Bailey.  This  award  recognizes  excellence 
among  new  writers  in  numismatics  whose  first  published 


writings  in  this  field  appeared  in  hobby  publications 
during  the  previous  year. 

Nominees  are  supplied  solely  by  numismatic 
publishers. 

52.  THE  RIBBIT 

This  award  recognizes  service  to  the  hobby  and  to  the 
NLG.  The  winner  is  selected  by  the  previous  year’s 
recipient. 

53.  THE  CLEMY 

The  winner  of  this  award,  the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  is 
chosen  by  the  previous  year’s  recipient  from  a list  of 
nominees  provided  by  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 

NLG  reserves  the  right  to  limit  the  number  of plaques  for 
any  given  entry,  with  the  number  to  be  determined  at  its 
discretion.  NLG  will  provide  plaques  only for  the  persons 
named  in  an  entry  when  it  is  originally  submitted.

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HANK  SPANGENBERGER 

DIES  AT  79 

Longtime  NLG  stalwart  Hank  Spangenberger  of 
Kettering,  Ohio,  died  March  7.  He  was  79. 

Hank  was  a 
collector  and  dealer 
with  wide-ranging 
interests,  with  par- 
ticular expertise  on 
medals  and  tokens. 

During  the  1960s, 
he  wrote  a monthly 
column  for  Numis- 
matic Scrapbook 
Magazine  explor- 
ing such  intriguing 
collecting  special- 
ties as  presidential 
inaugural  medals,  medals  of  the  Centennial  of  U.S.  in- 
dependence and  wooden  nickels. 

He  was  a life  member  of  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association  and  served  for  a time  as  ANA  his- 
torian. He  won  a number  of  NLG  writing  awards,  and 
received  the  Carl  W.A.  Carlson  Award  from  the  Medal 
Collectors  of  America  for  his  pioneering  role  in  spear- 
heading the  renewal  of  interest  in  historical  U.S.  med- 
als. 

Among  his  other  numismatic  affiliations  was 
membership  in  the  prestigious  Rittenhouse  Society,  a 
group  that  includes  a select  handful  of  the  top  scholars, 
researchers  and  writers  in  the  numismatic  field. 

Hank’s  late  wife,  the  former  Marcia  Gastineau, 
frequently  accompanied  him  to  coin  shows  and  attended 
a number  of  NLG  Bashes  - including  one  where  she 
took  part  in  a memorable  skit  in  which  she  was  pursued 
across  the  stage  by  Chuck  O’Donnell,  then  the  Guild’s 
treasurer,  who  was  wearing  a gorilla  costume. 

A lifelong  resident  of  Ohio,  Hank  joined  the 
Dayton  Coin  Club  in  1947,  at  the  age  of  1 5,  and  quickly 
became  a dedicated  numismatist.  He  was  a life  m ember 
of  the  Dayton-Kettering  Coin  Club. 


1958  graduate  of  Bowling  Green  State  University.  He 
and  Marcia  were  married  for  nearly  30  years.  Survivors 
include  three  sons,  Douglas,  Matthew  and  Gregory;  a 
daughter,  Heather  Murray;  three  grandchildren;  a broth- 
er, John;  and  his  friend  and  companion,  Phyllis  Thomp- 
son.

‘BERT’  BRESSETT,  86, 

MOURNED  BY  GUILD 

Bertha  Britton  “Bert”  Bressett,  wife  of  1983 
Clemy  winner  Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  died  peacefully  in  a 
hospital  on  Feb.  12  after  a years-long  battle  with  Chronic 
Obstructive  Pulmonary  Disease  (COPD).  She  was  86. 

Bert,  as  she  was  known  to  her  legion  of  friends 
in  the  hobby,  at- 
tended many  NLG 
Bashes  through  the 
years  with  her  hus- 
band, the  longtime 
editor  of  A Guide 
Book  of  United 
States  Coins.  Her 
ready  smile  and 
warm  personality 
endeared  her  to  the 
many  convention- 
goers  who  looked 
forward  to  see- 
ing her  each  year 
at  major  hobby 
events.  Those 
meetings  became 
less  frequent  in  re- 
cent years  as  her  failing  health  forced  her  to  miss  most 
coin  shows. 


Hank  was  a veteran  of  the  Korean  War  and  a 


Bert  Bressett  was  bom  and  raised  in  Keene, 
N.H.,  and  took  business  administration  courses  at  local 
schools.  She  and  Ken,  also  from  Keene,  were  married  in 
1950  and  celebrated  their  60th  wedding  anniversary  in 
2010. 

The  Bressetts  moved  to  Racine,  Wis.,  in  1959, 
when  Ken  joined  the  Whitman  Publishing  Co.,  where  he 
worked  with  Richard  S.  Yeoman  writing  and  editing  nu- 
mismatic books.  When  Yeoman  retired  in  1970,  Bressett 
took  over  editorship  of  the  Guide  Book,  better  known  as 
the  “Red  Book,”  and  its  companion  volume,  Handbook 
of  United  States  Coins  - the  familiar  “Blue  Book.”  He 
continues  as  their  editor  today. 

The  couple  later  moved  to  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
before  settling  in  Colorado  Springs  in  1982,  when  Ken 
became  head  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
Certification  Service  (ANACS).  Over  the  years,  Bert  de- 
voted much  of  her  free  time  to  volunteer  work  for  chari- 
table organizations,  especially  those  assisting  children, 
and  also  lent  a helping  hand  at  numismatic  events,  where 
she  was  a welcome  presence  at  registration  desks,  infor- 
mation booths  and  anywhere  else  she  was  needed.  Her 
volunteer  work  for  the  ANA  spanned  a quarter-century. 
Aside  from  coins,  her  personal  interests  included  travel, 
reading,  folk  dancing  and  making  ceramicware. 

The  ANA  recognized  the  Bressetts’  work  on  be- 
half of  the  hobby  in  1998,  when  it  chose  Ken  and  Bert 
as  co-recipients  of  its  highest  honor,  the  Farran  Zerbe 
Award. 

In  addition  to  her  husband,  Bert  is  survived 
by  their  three  children,  Philip  E.  Bressett  of  Colorado 
Springs,  a well-known  professional  numismatist;  Rich- 
ard J.  Bressett  of  Madison,  Wis.;  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Sauder  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  and  one  grandson.  Also  sur- 
viving are  her  brother,  Carl  Britton  of  Peterborough, 
N.H.;  a sister,  Polly  Courchene  of  Sebastian,  Fla.;  and 
numerous  cousins,  nieces  and  nephews.  Another  sister, 
Margaret  Kingsbury,  predeceased  her.

2 NEW  DIRECTORS  TO  JOIN  BOARD 


Two  new  members  will  join  the  NLG  Board  of 
Directors  during  the  2012  ANA  convention  in  Philadel- 
phia. 

They  will  take  over  the  seats  currently  held  by 
John  Albanese  and  R.W.  “Bob”  Julian,  both  of  whom 
are  now  completing  four  years  of  service  on  the  Board, 
having  been  first  elected  in  2008.  Under  the  Guild’s  by- 
laws, directors  must  step  down  after  serving  two  con- 
secutive two-year  terms  but  can  return  to  the  Board  at  a 
later  date. 

To  fill  the  two  seats,  the  Board  has  nominated 
Dorothy  Harris,  former  director  of  antiques  and  collect- 
ibles for  Random  House,  and  Maurice  Rosen,  publisher 
of  the  award-winning  Rosen  Numismatic  Advisory.  If 
no  other  nominations  are  received,  a single  ballot  will 
be  cast  for  these  two  nominees.  If  there  is  a contest,  an 
election  will  be  held  by  mail. 


Any  prospective  candidate  must  submit  nomi- 
nating statements  signed  by  three  NLG  members  in 
good  standing.  These  must  be  received  no  later  than 
June  22,  2012,  and  sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Direc- 
tor, 1517  Stewart  Drive,  Nanticoke,  PA  18634. 

There  are  five  members  on  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. The  three  holdover  members  are  David  T.  Alexan- 
der, Donn  Pearlman  and  Will  Rossman.  Their  terms  will 
expire  next  year. 

Members  of  the  Board  oversee  NLG  policy,  re- 
view membership  applications  and  submit  nominations 
for  the  annual  Clemy  Award. 

Rosen  received  the  Clemy  in  2009,  and  he  and 
Dottie  Harris  both  have  been  NLG  volunteers  for  many 
years,  especially  as  judges  in  the  annual  Writers’  Com- 
petition.
